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Angel  Abrea,  47,  Buenos  Aires,  Argentina,  was  named 
the  41st  member  of  the  First  Quorum  of  Seventy.  He  is 
the  first  Latin  American  General  Authority. 

“We  are  continually  being  tried  and  tested  as  in¬ 
dividuals  and  as  a  church,  and  there  are  more  trials  yet 
to  come,  but  be  not  discouraged  nor  dismayed,”  Presi¬ 
dent  Kimball  said  in  final  talk  of  the  conference. 
“Always  remember  that  if  this  were  not  the  Lord’s  work, 
the  adversary  would  not  pay  any  attention  to  us. 

“If  this  church  were  merely  a  church  of  men  and 
women,  teaching  only  the  doctrines  of  men,  we  would 
encounter  little  or  no  criticism  or  resistance  —  but 
because  this  is  the  church  of  Him  whose  name  it  bears, 
we  must  not  be  surprised  when  criticism  or  difficulties 
arise.” 

Happy  family  experience 

Elder  Rector  said  if  parents  would  give  children  a 
happy  family  experience,  “they  will  not  want  to  be 
homosexuals,  which  I  am  sure  is  an  acquired  addiction 
just  as  drugs,  alcohol  and  pornography  are. 

“The  promoters  of  homosexuality  say  they  were  born 
that  way,  I  do  not  believe  it  is  true.  There  are  no  female 
spirits  trapped  in  bodies  and  vice  versa.  He  who  made 
them,  made  them  male  and  female.” 

During  the  annual  sustaining  of  church  leaders  Satur¬ 
day  morning,  four  women  and  one  man  shouted,  “No. 
We  support  the  Equal  Rights  Amendment.” 

All  five  said  they  are  LDS  Church  members,  but  only 
one  admitted  attending  any  church  meetings  recently. 

Elder  Gordon  B.  Hinckley  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve  opened  Saturday  afternoon’s  session  by 
defending  the  church’s  line  of  succession  to  its 
presidency. 

“We  in  the  church  recognize  that  the  fulfillment  of  all 
blessings  given  under  the  authority  of  the  priesthood  is 
conditioned  upon  two  things,”  he  said.  “One,  the 
worthiness  and  faithfulness  of  the  recipient  and,  two, 
the  overriding  will  and  wisdom  of  God.” 

Elder  Hinckley  said  it  is  clear  the  Lord  designated  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve,  with  Brigham  Young  as  presi¬ 
dent,  to  lead  the  church  after  Joseph  Smithes  death. 

The  LDS  Church  traded  a  transcript,  thought  to  be  a 
blessing  given  by  Joseph  Smith  to  his  son,  to  the 
Reorganized  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day 
Saints  March  19,  because  of  its  sentimental  value  for 
the  RLDS  Church,  whose  presidents  have  been  lineal 
decendents  of  Joseph  Smith. 

“First,  it  should  be  said  that  the  document  is  a 
transcript  of  a  blessing,”  Elder  Hinckley  said.  “It  is  not 
a  record  of  ordination  to  an  office.” 

Joseph  Smith  indicated  a  number  of  men  who  might 
succeed  him.  Elder  Hinckley  said,  adding  the  document 
did  not  invalidate  the  LDS  Church’s  line  of  authority. 

Unnecessary  financial  burdens 

Regional  representatives,  stake  presidents  and 
bishops  were  told  Friday  night  to  avoid  placing  un¬ 
necessary  financial  burdens  on  church  members. 


Elder  Hinckley  told  the  leaders  tithing  and  fast  offer¬ 
ings  were  still  mandatory,  but  local  leaders  should 
carefully  examine  additonal  costs  such  as  budget  assess¬ 
ments,  travel  and  social  and  recreational  programs. 

President  Kimball  told  the  leadership  meeting  that 
resources  must  be  used  more  wisely. , 

Elder  Mark  E.  Petersen  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve 
issued  the  same  advise  to  church  members  Sunday  mor¬ 
ning,  cautioning  against  the  unwise  use  of  credit  cards 
and  overspending  financial  resources. 

“We  should  plan  well  for  our  future,  and  not  live  en¬ 
tirely  for  the  present,  nor  suppose  that  the  status  quo 
will  continue  indefinetely. 

“We  must  be  industrious,  we  must  be  frugal,  we  must 
seek  a  proper  balance  between  our  needs  and  our 
desires,  and  especially  we  must  re-establish  our  lives 
upon  a  spiritual  foundation,”  Elder  Petersen  said.  , 

Another  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve,  Elder 
Thomas  S.  Monson,  spoke  of  the  importance  of  caring 
for  the  elderly,  and  quoted  the  ancient  apostle  James: 
“Pure  religion  and  undefiled  before  God  and  the  Father 
is  this.  To  visit  the  fatherless  and  widows  in  their  afflic¬ 
tion.  .  .  .” 

President  N.  Eldon  Tanner,  82,  first  counselor  in  the 
First  Presidency,  briefly  bore  his  testimony  Sunday 
morning,  thanking  church  members  for  their  prayers. 
He  has  been  ailing  for  several  months. 

Elder  LeGrand  Richards  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelye 
said  Joseph  Smith  was  prophesied  of  in  the  Old  Testa¬ 
ment,  when  God  promised  Joseph  the  son  of  Jacob,  a 
prophet  “like  unto  Moses.” 

Bring  men  to  conviction 

“Joseph  Smith  was  the  prophet  promised  to  ‘bring 
men  to  the  conviction  of  my  word  which  has  already 
gone  forth  among  them,’  ”  he  said. 

Elder  Loren  C.  Dunn  of  the  First  Quorum  of  Seventy 
said  individual  faith  is  the  foundation  of  the  gospel.  “As 
a  principle  of  power  and  of  action  and  as  the  key  to  our 
salvation,  our  individual  faith,  then,  becomes  of  ab¬ 
solute  importance  to  us.” 

“Young  people  too  often  depend  upon  someone  else’s 
image  rather  than  their  own,”  said  Elder  James  E. 
Faust,  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve.  “In¬ 
security  and  lack  of  self-esteem  may  be  related  to  lack  of 
self-respect. 

“It  is  my  firm  persuasion  that  building  self-esteem 
sufficiently  to  forsake  all  evil  requires  a  consecration  to 
the  saving  principles  and  ordinances  of  the  gospel  under 
divine  priesthood  authority,”  he  said. 

Elder  Faust  cited  chastity  and  modesty  as  most 
necessary  for  the  acquisition  of  greater  self-esteem. 

“If  we  do  not  obey,  the  power  to  obey  disappears.  Our 
capabilitiy  to  recognize  good  is  weakened,’^  said  Elder 
Ted  E.  Brewerton  of  the  First  Quorum  of  Seventy.  >

Party  discusses  Poland 


PRAGUE,  Czechoslovakia  (AP)  —  Soviet 
President  Leonid  I.  Brezhnev  arrived  Sunday 
for  a  Communist  Party  meeting  at  which  it  ap¬ 
peared  Poland’s  labor  imrest  would  be  a  key 
topic.  He  immediately  conferred  with  his 
Czechoslovak  counterpart  on  “international 
problems.” 

In  Berlin,  the  East  German  news  agency 
ADN  reported  Sunday  that  fresh  units  —  in¬ 
cluding  tank,  rocket,  artillery,  reconnaissance 
and  communications  troops  —  were  joining  the 
two-week-old  Soyuz-81  maneuvers  in  and 
around  Poland. 

“In  the  concentration  and  jump-off  points, 
army  members  .were  informed  politically  and 
militarily  of  the  upcoming  combat  mission,” 
ADN  said,  apparently  referring  to  similated 
missions  in  maneuvers,  rather  than  to  real 
combat. 

President  Reagan  sent  Brezhnev  a  message 
Friday  night,  Wnite  House  spokesman  Larry 
Speakes  reported  Sunday  in  Washington.  An 
administration  source  said  it  concerned 
Poland,  but  declined  to  provide  details.  NBC 
News  quoted  a  senior  administration  official, 
which  it  did  not  identify,  as  saying  the  message 
warned  apinst  Soviet  military  intervention 
and  was  the  first  from  Reagan  to  Brezhnev  on 
the  Polish  situation. 


Beno  said  Poland  would  be  represented  by 
Stefan  Olsowski,  a  Politburo  member  con¬ 
sidered  a  hard-line  on  policy  toward  the  in¬ 
dependent  union  Solidarity.  Beno  said  Poland 
and  three  of  its  neighbors  —  the  Soviet  Union, 
East  Germany  and  Hungary  —  would  be  the 
only  foreign  delegations  to  speak  before  the  full 
congress. 

Sources  elsewhere  in  the  East  bloc  refused  to 
rule  out  the  possibility  of  a  summit  in  Prague 
this  week  to  decide  whether  to  try  to  crush 
Poland’s  independent  union  movement. 

Brezhnev  was  met  Sunday  at  the  Prague  air¬ 
port  by  Czechoslovak  party  chief  Gustav 
Husak,  the  official  media  of  both  nations  repor¬ 
ted.  The  Soviet  news  agency  Tass  in  a  dispatch 
filed  from  here  said  the  two  leaders  had  a 
“friendly  meeting,”  discussed  relations  bet¬ 
ween  their  countries  and  “exchanged  views  on 
international  problems.” 

In  recent  days  the  Soviet  press  has  shar¬ 
pened  its  criticism  of  the  Polish  Communist 
Party  for  failing  to  deal  sternly  with  the  de¬ 
mands  and  strike  threats  of  the  independent 
union  Solidarity. 

Defense  Department  sources  in  Washinrton 
who  did  not  want  to  be  identified  said  there 
was  some  “new  movement”  east  of  Poland,  but 
they  did  not  elaborate. 


Marchers  push  ERA, 
rally  at  Conference

“What  do  we  want?” 

“ERA.” 

“When  do  we  want  it?” 

“Now!” 

The  serenity  on  Temple  Square 
with  crowds  lounging  and  listening 
to  speeches  was  interrupted  Satur¬ 
day  and  Sunday  by  the  chants  of 
demonstrators  protesting  the  LDS 
Church’s  opposition  to  the  proposed 
Equal  Rights  Amendment.  Five 
ERA  supporters  voiced  their  refusal 
to  sustain  Church  leaders  during 
Saturday’s  meeting. 

Daily  Universe  staff  members 
counted  78  demonstrators,  accom¬ 
panied  by  two  dogs  on  leash  and  an 
airplane  flying  above  with  a  banner 
reading  “The  American  way  — 
family,  flag  and  ERA.”  The 

Protestors  marched  to  Temple 
quare  from  the  State  Capitol  and 
circled  the  block  for  an  hour  Satur¬ 
day  singing,  yelling  and  chanting, 
then  returned  to  Temple  Square 
Sunday  to  demonstrate. 

The  small  number  of 
demonstrators  was  accompanied  by 
a  near-equal  number  of  reporters 
and  photographers  from  local  and 
national  news  media  and  dozens  of 
police  officers  present  to  escort  and 
protect  the  protestors. 

The  march  was  organized  by  the. 
Ex-Mormons  for  ERA,  but  it  attrac¬ 
ted  many  pro-ERA  groups  from  all 
western  states.  New  Jersey  and  even 
Great  Britain. 

‘‘The  Mormon  Church  is 
recognized  as  the  number  one 
enemy  of  the  passage  of  the  ERA,” 
said  Lee  Anne  Walker,  president  of 
the  Utah  Coalition  for  Equal  Rights. 
“With  all  the  various  groups  com¬ 


ing  from  around  the  West  to 
demonstrate  against  the  church,  we 
decided  to  hold  the  first  Semi- 
Annual  Western  Regional  ERA 
Networking  Conference  which  will 
always  coincide  with  General  Con¬ 
ference,”  said  Ms.  Walker,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  LDS  church  and  graduate 
of  BYU. 

“Without  the  Mormon  Church, 
the  United  States  would  now  have, 
an  Equal  Rights  Amendment,”  she 
said.  “We  want  to  plan  to  overcome 
their  influence  for  the  passage  of  the 
ERA,  especially  in  states  with  a 
great  deal  of  Mormon  influence 
such  as  Utah,  Nevada,  Arizona  and 
Florida.” 

ERA  supporters  claim  the  church 
and  its  members  have  used  undue 
influence  to  fight  the  amendment’s 
passage.  The  church  has  published 
statements  against  the  amendment 
claiming  it  would  endanger  family 
life. 

Three  more  states  are  needed  to 
ratify  the  amendment  before  June 
30,  1982  for  it  to  become  law. 

“The  Ex- Mormons  for  ERA,  only 
one  of  about  20  organizations  in  oiir 
coalition,  organized  the  protests. 
Some  other  member  organizations 
consider  demonstrations  to  be  a  bit 
radical.  Our  coalition  merely  tries  to 
act  as  a  peacemaker  and  distributor 
of  information,”  Ms.  Walker  said. 

The  object  of  the  protest  was  tb 
show  that  support  for  ERA  in  Utah 
and  the  West  is  alive  and  strong,  she 
said. 

One  group  which  marched  with 
the  ERA  protestors  was  Affirma¬ 
tion,  which  “serves  gay  Mormons 
and  their  friends  without  dis¬ 
crimination,”  according  to  the 
organization’s  literature.

“Our  pioneer  ancestors  did  not  look  to 
overnment  to  care  for  their  families.  Each  one 
new  that  their  family  was  their  treasure  and 
their  own  responsibilty.” 

“Live  within  your  means  and  not  beyond 
them,”  he  said,  counseling  members  to  plan 
and  work  in  a  way  that  will  permit  them  to  be 
happy  without  the  luxuries  that  times  of  af¬ 
fluence  provide. 

“Let  Us  go  back  to  the  basics  and  follow  the 
fundamentals,”  President  Kimball  said, 
promising  a  spiritual  resurgence  in  the  lives,  of 
those  who  heeded  the  counsel. 

Later,  in  the  opening  session  at  10  a.m.  he 
said,  “We  are  impressed  that  the  mission  of  the 
church  is  three  fold:  to  proclaim  the  gospel,  to 
perfect  the  saints  and  to  redeem  the  dead.” 

The  Prophet,  who  has  traveled  over  50,000 
miles  by  air  since  the  last  conference,  said  two 
temples  have  been  dedicated  and  ground  has

,  been  broken  for  four  more  since  that  time. 

“But  these  temples  are  only  a  beginning,”  he 
said  in  a  later  session,  speaking  of  the  announ- 
I  ced  plans  to  build  nine  more  temples 
'  throughout  the  world. 

'  Reporting  that  210,777  new  converts  had 
joined  the  church  in  1980,  he  said  a  miraculous 
upsurge  in  the  work  of  the  Lord  has  occurred 
among  the  people  of  the  Caribbean  Islands. 

“Let  us  speak,  more  often  than  we 
sometimes  do,  in  terms  of  blessings  which  will 
flow  to  us  as  we  keep  the  commandments  and 
do  our  duty,”  he  cautioned  leaders  in  the 
Priesthood  Session. 

I  “We  must  not  overburden  the  people,”  he 
said,  counseling  leaders  that  prudence  and 
wisdom  dictate  that  steps  to  retrench  and  hus¬ 
band  resources  need  to  be  taken. 

Turning  again  to  finances,  he  counseled  that 
individuals,  families,  wards  and  stakes  should 
learn  to  live  within  their  means. 

“The  church  does  not  and  must  not  seek  to 
displace  the  family,  but  is  organized  to  help 
create  and  nurture  righteous  families  as  well  as 
righteous  individuals,”  he  said,  and  asked 
members  not  neglect  those  who  do  not  have  the 
blessings  of  the  traditional  families.

“They  are  not  part  of  our  coalition.  I  do  not 
recognize  them.  Someone  else  bought  the  march 
permit  and  they  showed  up.  It’s  a  free  world,  we 
couldn’t  stop  them  from  participating,”  Ms. 
Walker  said. 

Affirmation  members  from  California  and 
Utah  marched  with  the  other  pro-ERA  groups 
around  Temple  Square  carrying  a  banner  saying, 
“Affirmation  —  Gay  and  Lesbian  Mormons  for 
ERA.” 

Some  marchers’  songs  and  chants  were  com¬ 
piled  in  a  pamphlet  bearing  a  photo  of  LDS 
Church  President  Spencer  W.  Kimball  on  the 
cover  with  the  question,  “Will  we  let  this  man 
kill  ERA?” 

Some  of  the  songs  were  titled  “Excom¬ 
municate”  and  “Spencer  Kimball  Came  to 
Town.”  Chants  included  “Mormon  Church  and 
the  KKK,  both  are  anti-ERA”  and  “Forever 
pregnant,  never  equal.” 

A  few  bystanders  applauded  the  marchers  with 
the  thumbs  up  sign,  while  others  shouted  “Down 
with  ERA,”  or  “We’ve  come  a  long  way  without 
ERA.” 

The  protestors  reported  they  were  basically 
treated  well  from  observers,  with  the  exception  of 
some  obscene  gestures  and  comments. 

Meanwhile,  five  Equal  Rights  Amendment 
supporters  voted  not  to  sustain  LDS  Church 
leadership  during  the  Saturday  morning  session 
of  its  General  conference. 

It  was  the  second  time  in  six  months  the 
usually  unanimous  vote  met  with  opposition 
from  church  members  upset  with  the  faith’s  op¬ 
position  to  ERA. 

The  dissenting  vote  came  after  President 
Marion  G.  Romney  of  the  First  Presidency  asked 
the  church  membership  present  in  the  tabernacle 
for  a  sustaining  vote  of  the  church’s  leaders. 

When  he  asked  if  there  were  any  opposing 
votes,  four  women  and  one  man  in  the  rear  of  the 
building  stood  and  shouted,  “No,  we  support  the 
Equal  Rights  Amendment.” 

The  opposition  votes  were  not  acknowledged 
from  the  pulpit,  but  later  the  quintet  was  infor¬ 
med  it  should  meet  with  Elder  Bruce  R. 
McConkie,  of  the  Quorum  of  Twelve  Apostles,  to 
discuss  why  they  could  not  sustain  the  church’s 
leaders. 

One  of  the  protestors  said  no  specific  time  had 
been  set  for  the  meeting  as  of  Sunday  afternoon. 

Those  who  refused  to  sustain  the  church 
leaders  were:  Cheryl  Peel,  of  Pacific  Palisades, 
Calif.;  Lynn  Weatherford  and  Natalie  Bradford 
of  Pasadena,  Calif.;  Lucille  Eisner  of  Manteca, 
Calif.;  and  Sheldon  Rampton  of  Princeton,  N.J. 

All  five  are  members  of  the  LDS  Church,  but 
only  Ms.  Bradford  admitted  to  having  attended 
church  meetings  in  recent  months.

prophet,  seer  and  revelator  because  of  his  state¬ 
ments  against  the  ERA,  which  they  said  were 
political,  not  spiritual  issues. 

The  five  said  they  they  did  not  expect  to  be  ex¬ 
communicated  from  the  church  for  their  stand 
because  they  said  they  support  the  leadership  “in 
spiritual  matters.” 

Rampton  said  he  returned  from  a  LDS  mission 
to  Japan  in  1978.

ERA  groups  gather 
to  form  network 

The  Equal  Rights  Coalition  of  Utah  hosted  a 
meeting  Saturday  afternoon  to  establish  a 
regional  network  and  discuss  strategy  to  find  new 
advocates  for  the  Equal  Rights  Amendment. 

The  meeting,  called  the  First  Semi-annual 
Western  Regional  Equal  Rights  Amendment  Ac¬ 
tivists  Networking  Conference,  was  attended  by 
mostly  women  from  at  least  seven  states. 

Some  of  the  women  said  they  were  LDS,  some 
said  they  were  ex-LDS  and  others  said  they  were 
non-Mormon.  Approximately  75  persons  atten¬ 
ded  the  meeting  which  started  out  to  achieve  its 
purpose  and  ended  up  as  a  pep  rally  to  boost  the 
morale  of  the  women. 

Lee  Anne  Walker,  president  of  the  Coalition 
which  is  constituted  of  20  organizations,  said  the 
general  conference  of  the  LDS  Church  provided 
an  opportunity  for  the  women  to  come  together  to 
discuss  the  actions  they  needed  to  take  to  obtain 
ratification  of  the  ERA. 

“What  we  hope  to  accomplish  here  is  to  extend 
our  resources  beyond  Utah,”  she  said.  “In  a 
sense,  what  has  happened  to  ERA  is  a  failure  on 
the  part  of  the  members  to  realize  all  parts  of  the 
country  need  to  be  reached.” 

Ms.  Walker  said  thirty-two  of  the  minimum 
thirty-five  have  ratified  the  proposed  amend¬ 
ment  which  has  an  extension  deadline  for  this 
year. 

Utah  and  Arkansas,  she  said,  had  been  ex-ed 
off  the  map  of  states  as  unlikely  to  ratify  the 
amendment  by  an  organization  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  which  is  working  for  ratification  of  the 
amendment. 

Polly  Hough,  a  University  of  Utah  graduate 
student,  outlined  research  she  had  done  about 
networking  as  part  of  her  graduate  studies  in 
educational  administration. 

She  outlined  the  basics  of  networking  for  the 
women,  but  stopped  to  allow  the  audience  to  in¬ 
troduce  themselves  to  each  other. 

The  introductions  took  the  rest  of  the  meeting. 
Most  of  the  women  related  experiences  fighting 
for  ERA  and  combatting  the  LDS  Church. 

The  speakers  in  the  audience  frequently  called 
the  LDS  Church  the  “enemy”  which  was  often 
accompanied  with  a  round  of  applause. 

Although  most  of  the  women  present  were 
members  of  organizations  supporting  ratification 
of  the  ERA,  some  came  to  gain  information  about 
why  ERA  should  be  supported. 

One'  woman  stood  and  asked  those  present 
“not  to  put  down  the  Brethren  or  the  leaders  of 
the  Church,”  but  she  left  soon  afterwards. 

One  woman,  a  non-Mormon,  said  she  had 
moved  to  Utah  with  an  open  mind  an(J  had  not 
worried  about  finding  prejudice  in  Utah,  out  she,,  - 
went  on  to  say,  “Tneir  (LDS)  church  leaders' 
have  taught  me  prejudice,  and  I  don’t  know  how 
I’m  going  to  get  rid  of  it.” 

Jury  convicts  man

A  Spanish  Fork  man  was  found  guilty  Thurs¬ 
day  by  a  4th  District  Court  jury  of  purchasing 
stolen  merchandise. 

The  jury  deliberated  for  more  than  two  hours 
to  decide  whether  or  not  he  knew  the  merchan¬ 
dise  was  stolen. 

According  to  court  testimony,  on  Jan.  22, 
Bryan  bought  over  an  estimated  $8,000  of 
merchandise  for  $200  from  Robert  Watson,  Deb¬ 
bie  Meyers  and  Winston  Smith. 

The  property,  which  included  a  microwave 
oven,  a  bair  dryer  and  silverware,  had  been  taken 
from  Smith’s  parents’  home. 

According  to  court  records,  Watson  and 
Meyers  were  sentenced  earlier  this  month  and 
are  now  serving  terms  at  the  Utah  State  Prison. 
Smith  pleaded  ^ilty  to  theft  charges  in  the 
Eighth  District  Court  and  was  given  a  suspended 
sentence  of  one  year  in  jail  and  a  $1,(X)0  fine. 

During  his  final  argument.  Jay  Fitt, 
prosecuting  county  attorney,  told  jurors  there 
was  no  dispute  about  whether  Bryan  had  exer¬ 
cised  unauthorized  control  over  the  stolen  - 
merchandise.  Fitt  then  said  the  whole  issue  was 
centered  on  whether  or  not  Bryan  knew  the 
merchandise  was  stolen. 

Gary  Weight,  defense  attorney,  said  the  jury 
must  decide  if  the  merchandise  was  stolen. 

“What  you  must  decide  is  whether  Danny 
knew  it.  Look  at  it  through  Danny’s  eyes.  The 
state’s  case  is  a  kid  who  stole  from  his  own 
parents.  You  must  ask  yourselves  ‘Is  he  a  credible 
witness?’  ” 

According  to  Weight,  Winston,  who  testified 
that  Bryan  was  guilty,  wanted  to  put  the  blame 
on  everyone  else  so  he  could  get  off.
